Net Any Rop Fisina.—The Scotsman says :—‘ Although the net 
fishing on the Tay andits tributaries, which came under the operation 
of the Local Fisheries Act, 1858, closed on the 26th of August last, yet 
the proprietors and tacksmen of salmon fishing on the sea coast, com~- 
prehended in the Tay district by the Salmon Fisheries Act, 1862, are to 
continue to fish until the 14th inst.’ This state of matters has arisen 
from the fact of the bye-law of the Commissioners fixing the annual 
- close-time of the Tay district not having been conformable to Act of 
Parliament. There is much difference of opinion likewise existing as 
to when the rod fishing in the Tay district should cease. Most anglers 
hold that it does not cease till the 10th of October, the period fixed by 
the bye-law of the Commissioners. On the other hand, it is contended 
that, as the bye-laws of the Salmon Commissioners have not been con- 
firmed by Parliament, therefore the rod fishing must cease, in terms of 
the Tay Fisheries Act,.1858, on the 30th of September. We under- 
stand that the latter view is likely to be adopted by the Tay District 
Board, which is to hold a meeting shortly. .With regard to the rod 
fishing it may be stated that, with the rains of last week and the gale 
of Monday, the Tay was considerably swollen on Tuesday, and salmon 
in large numbers were proceeding up the river to the spawning 
grounds, so that a good rod-fishing season may be expected. In fact, 
anglers during the past few days have got well-filled baskets.”

New Yorn v. New Jensry.—On Tuesday, the 23rd ult., the great 
Match for 100 dols a side, between Jame; Gibson, of Now York, and 
James McClaren, of Newark, New Jersey, came off on the quoit 
ground attached to the Caledo ian House in the last named city. The 
Conditions of the match were to play against 61 points, 18 yds dis- 
tance, and soft clay ends. Both parties have long been known as first- 
class players, and the champions of their nad iia cities, but they 
have never been matched before, although they have often played 
together in friendly games. Indeed, the New Yorker had gained such 
® reputation for extraordinary skill and fine judgment in pitching, that 
the Newark Champion was reluctant to measure strength with him in 
a match for money until quite-recently, when his success in defeating 
the crack player of Philadelphia inspired both himself and friends with 
sufficient confidence to issue a challenge to New York's representative 
player.» This was promptly accepted by Mr. Gibson, two matches for 
100 dols a side, on the terms above mentioned, being arranged; the 
first to come off at Newark, and the return game at New York.

THE GREAT ST. LEGER DAY. 
WEDNESDAY. : 


Trexe is no earthly roason why wo should tell that oft' told tale of the ap- 
pearance of the pretty little town of Doncaster, on the St. Leger Day, and, 
draw that well-known comparison between the Doncaster and Epsom meet- 
ings, explsining for the hundredth time, how at Epsom tha sight seers are dis- 
ting wish: d for their fun and fro!ic and non-attention to the business of the day 
where as the northern sportsmen make the day a serious affair, and wend 
their way by thousands to Doncaster, as if bound toa great Turf exchange, 
where money considerations entirely oblitorate the anticipation and expecta- 
tion of sport, Tho truth of this tale will not admit of its baing so frequently 
@lated upon, and we rush from the theme to more important matters. Of the 
merits and performances of the various animals engaged in the St. Leger, wo 
leave our Turf Editor to speak, Pressure upon our space, rendering it 
necessary for extreme brevity to bs observed in our introductory remarks. 
The records of the St. Leger chronicle some of the most brilliant and remark- 
able encounters in the history of the Turf, and the race has beon famous for 
its unexpected resnite aud surprises. On the present occasion a strong element 
of excitement was imparted, owing to the mesting of Blair Athol and Geaeral 
Peel for the first time since The Derby, when it was argued by many that had 
different tactics heen employed in riding “ Peol,” he would have landed Lord 
Glasgow's colours before those of Mr. I'Anson. The first and second at Epsom 
have not fought their battles over again since 1860, when Thormanby and The 
‘Wizard were both vanquished by St. Albansand High Treason. It is remark- 
able, however, that in 1862 and 1863 the St. Leger was carried off by the 
Marquis and Lord Clifden, who were both second in The Derby; but it may be 
Mentioned that neither were opposed by their Derby conquerors when yictor- 
fous at Doncaster, Caractacus being absent from an accident, and Maccaront not 
being among the nominations, It may bo interesting to our readers to know 
that only four times in the history of the Turf have the Derby and St. Leger 
fallen to'the same horse, The occasions were as follow: In 1800, by Mr. 
Wilyon’s Champion; ‘in 1848, by Lord Olifden's Surplice; in 1853, by 
Mr. Bowes’ eat Anstralian; and in the present year of grace by 
Mr. l’Anson's Blair Athol, Statistics in another column willalso be of interest 
as showing the various placings of the last few years, The rooms on Tuesday 
night were crammed, and towards midnight it was almost impossible to move, 
and the air, hot and oppremetye, was rendered like the Black Hole of Calcutta, 
nearly suffocating, by the rank odour of hundreds of cigars. The betting at 
the close is given at the end of our report of Monday's racing; but, except be- 
twoen the two favourites, Blair Athol and General Peel, the amount of money 
wagered was by no means lar, Nine to four was takin to win many 
hundreds of pounds about the Derby winner; and Mr. Steel, a well-known 
adherent of General Peel, accepted 550 to 200 about Lord Glasgow's horse. In 
the course of the evening it was stated that Wells would ride “the General,” 
and not Aldcroft. We understand that several letters of a scandalous nature 
were sent to Lord Glasgow, cautioning him against the employment of Aldcroft, 
and that the noble carl showed them to his jockey, and gave him the option 
of riding if he chose; bunt that, under the circumstauces, it would be better 
to allow Wells, as if “the General” were defeated in the hands of hia Epsom 
vider all manner of harsh remarks would be made.  Aldcroft, who from the 
first had no desire to ride from the same reasons, entirely concurred in the 
sound views entertained by his lordship, Another change iu jockeys was an- 
‘nounced, inasmuch as Mr, Naylor having determined to withdraw Coastguard, 
thereby released Challoner, who was left free to ride to Blair Athol, but Mr, 
VAnson entrusted the mount to young Snowden, Doncaster can scarcely he 
said to have slopt all Tuesday night, as the sound of people traversing the 
streets, and the noise of harsh voices, in which the names of “ Blair Athol” 
and “General Peel" wero commingled, disturbed the repose of those who had 
prudently retired to rest atan early hour. Wednesday morning opened dull 
and cloudy, and shortly after the breakfast hour rain fell freely, and a wind 
eprin ging up, the state of affairs out of doors was peculiarly unplensant, At 
daybreak the cry of ‘Cards wanted, gentlemen?” awoke the thousands of 
visitors to tho fact that another St. Leger wou'd, in a few hours, be added to 
the Turf achives, As the morning advanced the shrill whistles of traing 
could be heard all over the town, and at noon the masa of people on 
horse and foot bafiles computation as effectually as it does description, 
The sp sent: olther side of tho street was impassable, and the swarms of 
people were compelled to stream up the centre of the roads, or work their way 
on @ zig-zag manner between those huge three-horsed omnibuses, cominon to 
the large towns of the North, many of which had been imported for the occa- 
won from York, Leeds, Bradford, Huddersfield, Shefiield, and other of those 
jargo manufacturing towns whieh surround Doncaster. From Shoffield, via 
Rotherham, came all kjnds of vehicles by road, loaded with the diugy and 
etolid faces of that hive of industry. Around the bettiog-room an enormous 
crowd assembled, piceine up the steps, impeding the gaugway on the pave- 
ment,-all eager about Blair Athol and General Peel, who, by common consent, 
were considered to have the race as much between thom as if it werea match. 
_ The outsiders were only vaguely hinted at, as if their chances were hopeless in 
& presence of the two Epsom heroas. Settling on previous day occupied the 
@ttention of apoculators during the morning, and tting on the St Leger, 
which was particularly inactive, exhibited no change of tone from the 
previous night. Anything over 2 to 1 was taken about Blair Athol, 9te 4 being 
accepted freely; 5 to 2 was taken and petenily offered againat General 
Peel. Miner, againat whom there waa a growing disposition to bet overnight, 
Was supported for small soma at 6. tol, which price was always obtainable; 
8 to T was taken and offered about Baragah; 16 to 1 was acceepted 
about Ely ; 20 tol abont Cambuscan, and 25-to 1 about Knight of Snowdon. 
The first race, the Municipal Stakes, was appointed for 1.30, the St. Leger at 
2.45, and the last race, the Queen's Plate, at five o'clock. To describe the 
scene in the town within half-an-honur appointed for the commencement of 
business would be impossible, the High-strest being one moving mass of 
people and vehicles of all descriptions streamed towards the course. About 
o'clock rain began to fall heavily, but we were even then ill-prepared for 
the deluge which was to follow.

Few sportsmen have been on, the moors during the past week, the 
weather having been somewhat unfavourable. Few notes have conse- 
quently reached us. Tho birds are said to be still plentiful, strong, and 
healthy, and in most districts where the shooting has been prosecutéd 

ood bags have been made, At Erchless, on the 29th ult., Sir Greville 
Bmnith and party shot 48 brace of grouse and 10 hares; on the 31st Col. 
Prior bagged 14 brace of birds and 5 hares, On Kinlochewe moor, on 
August 28rd, Mr, J. F, Basset and Captain G, L. Basset shot 76 grouse 
tnd 1 hare; and on Far Moors 11} brace of grouse, 2 hares, and 1 
snipe. In Glenavon, H. F, Walker, Esq., on the 2érd ult., ba ged 254 
brace of grouse, anéewn the 25th he had 21 brace of grouse. The Avie- 
more shootings have yielded very good sport, Mr. Phillips and party 
have bagged, in all, 271 brace, 8 snipe, 3 plovers, and 10 hares. In the 
Badenoch district birds have become searce and wild. At Belville the 
usual sport is only from 2 to 4 brace a day. At Baldow three guns 
secured 12 brace on the 24th. Mr. Maclerie and Mr. E. Maclerie on the 
27th, killed 18 brace of grouse. At Kincraig there have been but very 
fow birds shot, as the party having a lease of the shooting wish to pre- 
serve the game, On many eastern moors the sport appears to be falling 
off, Om the 31st Mr. Macpherson-Campbell alone bagged, on Benrinnes, 
214 brace of grouse, 1 snipe, 1 hare, 1} brace of black game, and 1 
pove On the 8rd Mr, Macpherson-Oampbell in a few hours bagged

THE FEMALE PEDESTRIAN AT THH ALHAMBRA 
At the Marlborough Police-court on Monday Mr. Thomas Wright, 
cashier at the Alhambra, Leicester-square, appeared before Mr. 'Tyr- 
whitt to answor a summons for detaining a book, the property of Mr. 
Ellis, the agent for Mrs. Margaret Douglas, the female who had under- 
taken to walk 1,000 miles in 1,000 hours, at the Alhambra Palace.—Mr, 
Liékfold, from the office of Mr, E. Levy, appeared for the complainant, 
and Mr. E, Dillon Lewis, from the office of Mr. Edward Lewis, was for 
the defence.—-Mr. Lickfold stated that the summons was taken out by 
Mr. Ellis to recover a book from the defendant. Mrs. B!lis was under 
an agreement for Mrs. Margaret Douglas to walk 1,000 miles in 1,000 
consecutive hours, and for the purpose of carrying out the agreement 
Mr. Ellis provided a book in which the time each mile was performed 
in was entered and signed by the time-keepers, who were engaged for 
that purpose. Mrs, Douglas complied with the terms of the agreement 
up to about a week ago, and walked a mile within each hour. Mr. 
yld had only paid one week, Application, however, had been made 
to that gentleman while he was in the hands of the sheriff, in Bream’s- 
building’s, Chancery-lane, but Mr. Wyld refused to pay anything more, 
and for the first time stated that the agreement had not been complied 
with, although the entries of the performance were made by his own 
servants, . Subsequently, however, £20 more was paid to Mr. Ellis, and 
another agreement was made to give Mr. Wyld time to liquidate the 
claim made upon him. On Friday last some workmen under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Wyld, jun., went to the Alhambra arfd broke down the 
platform, and prevented Mrs. Douglas from carrying out her agreement. 
—Mr. Tyrwhitt here interposed, and told the professional gentleman 
he must confine his statement to the detention of the book, for which 
the summons had been taken out.—Mr. Lickfold said the book was his 
client's property. It had been-purchased by his client, who had never 
rted with his right in it. Mr. Tyrwhitt! Is the book here ?—Mr. E. 
- Lewis: No, it is not.—Mr. Ellis was then sworn: He was under 
agreement with Mr. Wyid for Mrs. Douglas to walk 1,000 miles in 1,000 
hours, Every hour walked by Mrs. Douglas’ was entered in a book. 
On Monday last he changed the book, He could not get any money 
from Mr. Wyld, When he was about to remove the book in which 
the entries of the performance were made, he produced another book, 
and stated what ho was going to do. The defendant said he should not 
remove the book in which the original entries had been made. He 
endeavoured to remove the book, and was obstructed and assaulted 
by the defendant. He had bought and paid for the hook himself, and 
had never been reimbursed by the defendant. The book was valuable 
because it contained private entries—Mr. E. D. Lewis asked the com- 
plainant to put a value on the book—The complainant said he could 
not ae any value on the book.—Mr, E. D. Lewis said as the complainant 
could not fix any value on the book the Court had no power to deal with 
the case.—The complainant said he valued the book at £200.— Mr. 
Lewis said, as the complainant put the value of £200 on the book there 
was an end of the summons, as the amount was much beyond a magis- 
trate’s jurisdiction,-Mr. Tyrwhitt said he supposed thé case must end 
in an action in one of the superior courts, and then the book could be 
produced on subpasna. He must dismiss the summons as the value 
laced on the book was beyond his jurisdiction. He asked complainant 
ifhe meant to say that the lady really walked all the time ?—The com- 
plainant said he did.—Mr, Tyrwhitt remarked that all he could ga 
was that the feat of Captain Barclay, of Ury, who undertook to wal 
1,000 miles in 1,000 hours was a trifle compared to what was alleged 
to have been done at the Alhambra, Captain Barclay was a powerful 
man and a noted pedestrian; the lady who was before him the other 
day was spracenily a small person of no remarkable powers,—The 
complainant stated that Mrs. Douglas had performed the samo task 
twice in Australia—An application was then made by Mr, Lickfold for 
& summons against the defendant for the assault which had arrisen ont 
of the detention of the book.—Mr, Tyrwhitt declined to grant a sum- 
mons,--Mr. E. D. Lewis applied for costs.~Mr. Tyrwhitt did not 
think it was a case in which he could give costs.
